So In April 1952, soldiers of the 1928 tlirough 1930 classes, including about 
1C percent Slovaks, were serving with the brigade* No new recruits had 
arrived since July 1951; but there i/ere rumors that new inductions would 
take place in July 1952*

of the headquarters, except for a guard detail, was employed to reinforce 
the companies * Patrols or sentries of 2 to 3 men were on duty at irregular 
jrtervalSa Other patrols had to show up near the border to confuse and 
capture Ixsrder crossers* Some patrols had dogs* I'ounted patrols were 
employed in the rear area* In March 1952, the patrols were ordered to avoJ.d 
reads. Machine guns v?©re set up at bifurcations of the roads whenever 
intensified patrols were ordered o The patrol areas overlapped at the borders 
b;- about 200 to 300 meters « .
